Northern California construction pee 


industry strike-lockout appeared 
far from settled Wednesday 
morning. 

Marathon negotiating sessions 
over the weekend blew up in the 
face of confusion among the 
Associated General Contractors, 
Jay Johnson of Laborers 304, 
one of the negotiators, said. 

Johnson told the Building 
Trades Council Tuesday night 
that talks were scheduled to be- 
gin again Wednesday morning— 
without the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service. 

‘FILE JOBLESS PAY APPEAL’ 

J. L. Childers, BTC business 
representative, stressed that all 
building tradesmen idled by the 
dispute should file appeals with 
the State Department of Em- 
ployment so they can qualify for 
unemployment insurance. 

Employers have protested 
granting of jobless pay, and 
hearings will be held. 

In every case, Childers said, 
persons idled by the strike-lock- 


ing their unions to represent 
them at the hearings. This will 
save several weeks, he said. 

Carpenters, Engineers, Iron- 
workers, Cement Masons, Labor- 
ers, Teamsters, some Steamfit- 
ters and others who were locked 
out will launch appeals for all 
of Northern California at once. 
A hearing is expected here in 
late June or early July. 

Other hearings will be held 
on a job site basis, but everyone 
affected should file the neces- 
sary papers, Childers em- 
phasized.

CONGRESSMAN COHELAN 
... easy winner 


Central Labor Council dele- 
gates voted Monday night to 
launch a labor boycott against 
Oakland merchants if a payroll 
tax is adopted by the City 
Council. 

Upon the motion of Lloyd 
Ferber of Steel Machinists 1304, 
the council also voted to ask 
the State AFLCIO to seek a law 
against local payroll taxes. Sev- 
eral states have such laws. 
Organized labor has consis- 
tently opposed payroll taxes, 
Executive Secretary Robert S. 
Ash wrote Mayor John C. Houli- 
han last week, because they are 
levied against only one kind of 
income, the workingman’s pay- 
check. Other income — rents, 
dividends, interest and corpor- 
ate earnings—are untaxed. 

Ash pointed out that it would 
be “stupid” for Oakland to adopt 
such a tax in the face of its 
loss of jobs and industries. 
However, Ash wrote, labor 
might possibly take a different 
position on a graduated, county- 
wide tax on all earnings.

June is a good shopping 
month. 

TV sets and refrigerators are 
‘both sale priced to clear this 
year’s models. 

Lumber prices;are down sea- 
sonally, and lower off-season 
bids are available on plumbing 
“and heating equipment, storm 
windows and screens. 

Rug cleaning specials also are 
offered this month. 

In clothing, women’s dresses 
are sale priced. 

Air conditioners are priced at 
about the same or slightly 
higher this year than last, 
Starting at about $180. But a 
remarkable development has 
occurred. For the first time, the 
U.S. public will be able to shop 
for a major appliance and have 
at least one reliable standard 
for selecting a suitable model 
and comparing values. 

Under a new program of the 
National Electrical Manufac- 


turers Asssociation, most leading ! 


manufacturers now rate their 
air conditioners in terms of cer- 
tified BTU heat removal capac- 
ity per hour. 

BTU stands for British Ther- 

mal Units. This rating indicates 
the maximum load capacity of 
the unit. It is a more reliable 
guide to cooling capacity than 
the “horse-power” or “ton” rat- 
ings you used to see in ads. 
_ Horsepower doesn’t always re- 
flect true cooling capacity. For 
example, one unit may have only 
6,800 cooling capacity; another, 
9,800, even though both are 1 
hp. 

You can be sure of the re- 
liability of the BTU rating if 
the air conditioner carries the 
NEMA certification emblem. 

Incidentally, don’t give any 
credence toads that brag about 
24 hour BTUs capacity. Naturally, 
if you count the cooler night

In, other words, Bennett be- 
lieved Dorsey confused the isstie 
and threw a monkey wrench 
into collective bargaining. 

Why? 

Says the NLRB examiner: 
“most probably because he (1) 
was hamstrung by Sears policy 
from Chicago and (2) was con- 
fronted with the problem of 
other Seattle department 
stores.” 


A UNION attorney testified 
Dorsey told him he “had been 
instructed by Sears’ officials at 
Chicago headquarters, including 
one Tudor, not to participate ‘in 
any meetings with any repre- 
sentative of the international’.” 

The “Tudor” to whom the 
attorney referred has been iden- 
| tified as Wallace Tudor, vice 
president in charge of personnel 
for Sears, Roebuck & Co. The 
“international” is the AFLCIO 
Retail Clerks International As- 
sociation.

The Face of A Union 


On the bus, in the ballpark, at the 
supermarket—there’s no special way 
to tell a union man or woman.

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Why the city payroll tax 
is an unfair, unwise idea 


The Oakland City Council finds itself caught in the middle. 

Costs of running the city government are rising. Next year, 
the City Council will have to reduce city services or raise 
property taxes—unless it can find some other source of tax 
income. 

This is where the so-called city ‘income tax” or payroll 
tax comes in. Like the San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
awhile back, the Oakland City Council is toying with such 
a plan. A one per cent payroll tax is being considered. 

The labor movement is strongly opposed to such a plan. 
There are at least two basic reasons for this: 

@ It would tax only one kind of income—payroll earnings. 
Interest, dividends, rents received by individuals—as well as 
corporate earnings—would be untaxed. A payroll tax would 
discriminate against working men and women—those who can 
afford it least. 

@ The second reason is that such a tax would scare new 
industries and workers away from Oakland. Oakland is already 
losing population. Some industries have left, although some 
others are coming in. Oakland wants to grow, not shrink, A 
payroll tax would be a self-defeating measure. 

As Robert S. Ash, executive secretary of the Central Labor 
Council, pointed out in a letter to the City Council May 31, if 
Oakland wants to consider a graduated tax on all incomes 
labor would be willing to take part in a study group. But even 
this kind of tax would not overcome the second objection.

the Governor's Mansion in Sacramento—a structure Tricky 
Dick wants to occupy as a temporary home until he can run 
for the presidency again. 

And a few months ago, there was Nixon's famous statement 
about right-to-work: “I’m opposed to that shotgun technique. 
What we really need is a rifle.” 

Now Tricky Dick seems to have added another anti-labor 
notch to his rifle, or shotgun, whichever it is. 

Two AFLCIO unions have strongly protested Nixon’s use 
of scab television station KXTV (Channel 10), Sacramento, 
for advertising purposes. 

These unions, the National Association of Broadcast Em- 
ployees and Technicians and the American Federation of Radio 
and Television Artists, have been involved in a strike which 
is no ordinary one. 

The Corinthian Broadcasting Co., one of the John Hay 
(Jock) Whitney interests, has been engaged in a 20-month 
union-busting campaign against the unions. As NABET Local 
51 put it in a telegram to Nixon May 25: “Advertising dollars 
spent on unfair KXT'V contribute to this station's overt attempt 
to destroy free collective bargaining. KXTV has been found 
guilty of unfair labor practices by NLRB. Continued advertis- 
ing on this station is confirmation that Richard Nixon condones 
the union-busting policies of unfair KXTV.” 

Nixon seems to have an answer to everything. How will he 
explain this one? 


Another newspaper deal 


The Hearst Publishing Co. has taken over complete control 


of the San Francisco News-Call Bulletin. Since 1959, the | 


newspaper has been owned jointly by Hearst and Scripps- 
Howard. At that time, it was indicated that the more-or-less 
liberal Scripps-Howard chain, which enjoys a reputation for 
crusading journalism left over largely from former years, didn’t 
want to abandon its toe hold in San Francisco. It now turns 
out that this was just the usual propaganda. 

When seven million Los Angeles County residents were 
deprived of half of their metropolitan newspapers in January, 
TV and magazines exposed that deal for what it was. 

The next few days and weeks may reveal the true facts 
in San Francisco. 

Is this just another step toward merging the News-Call 
Bulletin with Hearst's morning Examiner—a la Los Angeles? 

Or is it part of a cross-country deal involving the folding 
of a paper in the New York market—similar to the 59 San 
Francisco-Pittsburg arrangement?

American Medical Association

As for the protective situa- 
tion, Larrick said: “Present law 
does not require a drug manu- 
facturer to produce his wares 
under adequate manufacturing 
control. Until the law requires 
(this), we may expect continu- 
ing drug mixups.” 

AGENCY’S POWERS LIMITED 

Also, said Larrick, “present 
law does not allow us to suspend 
a new drug application on the 
basis of substantial doubt as to 
its safety. When new tests show 
that the drug is unsafe we may 
Suspend the application; but 
while the tests are being run, 
the product may remain on the 
market.” 

Larrick noted that President 
Kennedy in his recent consumer 
protection message to Congress 
urged that the drug laws be 
tightened in these and other 
ways. 

Senator Estes Kefauver (D.- 
Tenn.) is sponsoring a Senate 
bill to do this, and also to bring 
down the high price of many 
prescription drugs. Similar leg- 
islation has been offered in the 
House. 


Drug bill 


Sick people are forced to pay 
“exhorbitant” prices for many 
prescription drugs because price 
competition is blocked by patent 
monopolies. 

The AFLCIO is urging passage 
of legislation sponsored by Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver (D.-Tenn.) 
and Congressman Emanuel Cel- 
ler (D.-N.Y.). These bills would 
limit the absolute monopoly on 
patented drugs to three years. 

After that, patent owners 
would be required to license 
competitors to produce the drug 
at a royalty rate of not more 
than 8 per cent.

Present laws fail to protect 
Americans adequately against 
death and injury from unsafe or 
impure new drugs. 

That warning comes from 
George P. Larrick, head of the 


tration. 

In a speech to the Annual 
Pharmacy Congress at Jamaica, 
N.Y., Larrick cited some grisly 
examples. 

He used these to document 
the need for new protective 
measures. 

For example, said Larrick: 


e Almost nine moths ago a 
drug firm informed us that one 


'plicated in 54 cases of hepa- 
| titis and jaundice, including 15 
| deaths, about which we had no 
;prior knowledge.” 


| “We later learned the firm 
had accumulated reports of 
|jaundice and deaths associated 
| with the drug’s use for a period 
of over five years before it re- 
ported them to us,” Larrick said. 
| After getting the facts, the FDA 
ordered the drug off the market 
—too late to save those who 
| had died. 

‘BLOOD DISORDERS 

“Last October,” Larrick con- 
tinued, “we learned of blood 
{disorders associated with the 
'use of a mild tranquilizer which 
had been on the market since 
| April, 1961. 

“Upon investigation,” he said, 
“we found that the firm had 
information about 11 cases of 
injury attributed to the drug, 
, including three deaths, that had 
‘not been reported to us.” Here, 
, too, when it got the facts, the 
FDA banned the drug. 

“About seven months ago,” 
Larrick said, “a physician told 
us he believed that a dicalcium 
| phosphate product used as a 
| dietary supplement contained a 
sex hormone.” 
| The FDA investigated, Larrick 
|said, and found this product 
| was in fact “contaminated with 
| Stilbestrol,” a sex hormone that 
caused unwanted sexual changes 
,in both men and women who ate 
the diet supplement. 
| MORE MIXUPS 


“We have just received re- 
| ports,” Larrick continued, “that 
another drug manufactured by 
the same firm” has also caused 
| Rom male and female sex 
changes.” Preliminary tests in- 
dicate that the drug is con- 
taminated with one and possibly | 
two potent sex hormones,” Lar- 


rick said. ond
